Asian quake could claim 700 victims 


ISLAMABAD, Pakistan — As many as 400 people may have been killed in 
Afghanistan during last week’s earthquake, aid workers said Sunday. 

That could bring to more than 700 the number of people who were killed in 
the quake, which was felt from Soviet Central Asia to India on Friday. 

In Pakistan, government officials said more than 300 people had died and 
hundreds more were injured. But that figure was expected to rise as officials 
receive reports from remote, mountain villages hardest hit by the quake. 

The Afghan government initially said five people had been killed and dozens 
more injured, then released no further figures. But relief workers based in 
Pakistan said at least 200 and possibly as many as 400 may have been killed in 
the quake, which jolted 18 of Afghanistan’s 30 provinces. 

The quake was one of the most powerful in years, rocking the region for at 
least one minute, seismologists said. Thousands of mud-and-straw houses 
collapsed, many on sleeping residents. 

Like Pakistan, aid workers said, many remote areas are difficult to reach 
and rescue efforts are being hindered by heavy snow. 

“Reports are still coming in. It could be weeks before we know the real 
extent of what happened,” said one aid worker who, like his colleagues, spoke 
on condition of anonymity. 


Los Angeles crash due to tower error 


LOS ANGELES — An air traffic controller directed a USAir jetliner anda 
smaller, commuter plane onto the same airport runway, resulting in a crash 
that killed as many as 32 people, investigators said. 

The National Transportation Safety Board released highlights Saturday 
night of about five minutes of conversation between the control tower and 
pilots just before the crash Friday night at Los Angeles International Airport. 

Safety board spokesman Jim Burnett said the taped, tower traffic showed 
USAir Flight 1493 twice asked the controller for permission to land and 
received no response. 

About two minutes before the crash, a controller directed commuter Sky- 
west Flight 5569 with 12 people aboard to enter Runway 24-Left for takeoff, 
and the tape had the same controller giving the USAir pilot permission to land 
on 24-Left. 

Moments later, controllers acknowledged a collision and fire had occurred 
on the runway. 

Burnett, who gave an oral account of the tapes, would not say whether the 
controller had erred. 

“We don’t deal in terms of fault. That’s a word the safety board doesn’t use,” 
he said. 


Terrorists strike 70 times in two weeks 


NICOSIA, Cyprus — Western interests have sustained more than 70 
terrorist attacks in two weeks, but many analysts believe Saddam Hussein’s 
professional killers have not struck yet. 

“What we’ve seen so far have been rather amateurish affairs that were 
probably the work of local enthusiasts rather than trained terrorists,” said 
Frank Brenchley, director of London’s Research Institute for the Study of 
Conflict and Terrorism. 

“We’re surprised there haven’t been any attacks by Palestinian organiza- 
tions based in Baghdad,” Brenchley said in a telephone interview. 

Saddam’s agents may be waiting for the United States and its partners to 
drop their guard, analysts said. 

Security that is already tight has been intensified because of the rash of 
low-level attacks that have taken place in a dozen countries since the Persian 
Gulf War began. Iraq’s direct involvement has been detected only in attacks in 
the Philippines, Tanzania and Thailand. 


Gulf forces continue to bomb Baghdad 


BAGHDAD, Iraq — A missile crashed into downtown Baghdad late 
Sunday afternoon, sending up a white column of smoke that signaled yet 
another attack on a capital battered for weeks. 

It was the first sign of an air attack since before dawn, when a loud explosion 
so acre in the city signaled what probably was the arrival of another 
missile. 

In other developments Sunday, Iraq renewed its threat to retaliate against 
U.S. interests “everywhere in the world.” And former U.S. Attorney General 
and peace activist Ramsey Clark arrived here on what he described as a 
“peaceful mission.” 

Clark met with Foreign Ministry officials, and was expected to meet with 
President Saddam Hussein later in his visit of 'séveral days. He declined to 
give further details. f 

~Heewas accompanied by a three-member U.S. delegation that arrived from 
Amman, Jordan. 

The skies over Baghdad were quiet Sunday, free of the sounds of aircraft 
overhead. The bombing missions that began on Jan. 17 appear to have hit 
every warehouse in Baghdad. The allies seemingly are taking no chances of 
missing a military storage facility. 

People arriving from Basra, a southern port and Iraq’s second-largest city, 
said daily bombings have destroyed almost every warehouse in the city, 
including those where tons of dates had been collected for shipment before the 
U.N. embargo imposed after the Aug. 2 invasion of Kuwait. 

Before the embargo, Iraq was the world’s largest exporter of dates. Several 
bridges in Baghdad also have been destroyed. Cruise missiles fired by U.S. 
warships sometimes strike residential areas. Local newspapers publish pic- 
tures showing houses and schools they say were hit by missiles. 

“The Iraqi people now know the type of civilization and new world order that 
the president of the United States wants to bring to the Arab region...,” Iraqi 
radio said ina commentary Sunday. 

“The target will not be confined this time to the soldiers of the United 
States, the mercenaries of its allies or its collaborators in the holy lands in the 
Arabian peninsula. The interests of the United States everywhere in the 
world will also be the target.”

B-52 bomber goes down; 
Scud missiles strike Israel

DHAHRAN, Saudi Arabia 
American “Scud patrol” jets, in a 
swift counter-strike, pounced on two 
Iraqi missile launchers Sunday and 
may have knocked one out. But the 
Air Force also lost a big one — a B-52 
down in the Indian Ocean. 

Three of the giant bomber’s crew- 
men were plucked safely from the 
sea, and a search continued for the 
other three, the U.S. command said. 
It said a mechanical problem was 
probably to blame. 

The eight-engine, $55-million 
“Stratofortress” was returning from 
a bombing mission when it crashed 
into the Indian Ocean late Saturday 
on its way to its base at Diego Garcia, 
a tiny atoll 2,000 miles southeast of 
the gulf. 

The U.S. command did not say 
where the crash occurred or give de- 
tails of the rescue of three crewmen. 
It said there was “no evidence that 
the aircraft went down as a result of 
hostile fire.” 

Since early in the 18-day-old war, 
the rumble of distant B-52 strikes has 
been heard from across the Saudi- 
Kuwaiti border. The huge bombers 
have zeroed in particularly on the 
dug-in positions of the Republican 
Guard, the core of Iraq’s defense of 
occupied Kuwait. 

Twenty-seven Americans are now 
missing in action in the Gulf War. 

In other news, one of the Iraqi mis- 
siles, fired at Riyadh, was inter- 
cepted by U.S: Patriot. defense mis- 
siles, but debris fell into a residential 
area of the Saudi capital. 

The Saudi Press Agency said 29 
people suffered minor injuries. 

Two other missiles struck central 
Israel or the occupied West Bank, but 
no injuries were reported. 

The U.S. command said one Scud 
may have landed in Jordan, but Jor- 
danian officials disputed that report. 

American strategists have made 
the hunt for Ivaq’s elusive mobile 
Seud launchers a top priority. Al- 


though militarily insignificant, the 
missiles are keeping Saudis and Is- 
raelis on edge, and threaten to drag 
Israel into the Gulf War. 


American military sources say the 


Air Force has begun mounting “coun- 
ter-Seud patrols,” warplanes flying 
over areas where Iraq’s ballistic mis- 
siles are believed based, ready to 
swoop down when a launch is de- 
tected on radar. One of the patrols 
apparently scored on Sunday. 

As ground fire died down for the 
moment on the northern front lines, 
the Desert Storm allies pressed their 
relentless air war. The U.S. com- 
mand said the air campaign had 
passed the 40,000-sortie mark — 
some 10,000 more missions than were 
flown against Japan in the final 14 
months of World War II. 

Most major bridges in the Kuwait 
region have now been destroyed or 
badly. damaged, ..the command, said, 
and the,..Ivaqis, have. had to throw 
makeshift, pontoon spans across ;riy,;, 
ers — new easy targets, said com- 
mand spokesman Marine Maj.

Air strikes Sunday rocked Iraqi 
targets from Kuwait to Baghdad. 
Late in the afternoon, a missile — 
probably a U.S. cruise missile — 
slammed into downtown Baghdad, 
sending up a column of white smoke, 
according to an Associated Press re- 
port from the Iraqi capital. 

Fresh reports came in of air attacks 
on civilian vehicles on the road from 
Baghdad to Jordan. Egyptians arriv- 
ing in Jordan said their bus was the 
only vehicle on the road when it was 
repeatedly machine-gunned by 
warplanes. One of their group was 
killed, they said. 

Countless warehouses in Baghdad 
and in the strategic Iraqi port of 
Basra, just 30 miles north of Kuwait, 
have been destroyed by allied 
bombers, AP correspondent Salah 
Nasrawi reported from the Iraqi capi- 
tal. He said some of Baghdad’s Tigris 
River bridges also have been 
wrecked.

The Book of Mormon, particularly 
the book of Alma, can Help one learn 
how to merit the Lord’s Bidens and 
avoid the calamities that plagued the 
people of that time period, said Elder 
Dean L. Larsen, a member of the 
Presidency of the Quorums of the 
Seventy, at an 18-Stake Fireside in 
the Marriott Center Sunday night. 

“In some respects, our review of 
the historical events in the book per- 
mits us to see a reflection of 
ourselves,” Elder Larsen said. 

The Book of Mormon enables us to 
predict the consequences of human 
behavior in our day, he said. 

Elder Larsen used the scriptures 
to confirm two principles: First, 
while individuals may fail to with- 
stand the tests given by the Lord, he 
will not permit apostate influences to 
destroy The Church of Jesus Christ of 
Latter-day Saints . This may require 
harsh purging. 

Second, those who are faithful will 
be preserved and protected by the 
Lord, he said. 

In reviewing the history of the peo- 
ple during the time of Alma, Elder 
Larsen said, “We can observe the 
manner in which the Lord tests and 
tries his people.” 

The Lord permits his people to be 
afflicted to humble them so they will 
not completely fall away from the 
course he has set out for them, Elder 
Larsen said. 

“The warfare and suffering de- 
scribed in the latter chapters of Alma 
are grim reminders of the tragedies 
that people ‘can bring upon them- 
selves when they drift away from the 
Lord’s standard,” he said. 


300k of Alma reflects our society 


In each dispensation of the gospel 
there has come a time when the peo- 
ple have succumbed to worldly influ- 
ences, Elder Larsen said. 

He said the saddest accounts in 
scripture tell of once-favored people 
who drifted into apostasy. 

We have been assured that in the 
last dispensation there will be no uni- 
versal apostasy, Elder Larsen said. 
However, this does not mean that all 
who have received the gospel will re- 
main faithful. 

With warnings and dire predic- 
tions, the Lord “combines remark- 
able promises” to those who remain 
faithful to him, Elder Larsen said. 
However, these are conditional 
promises. 

“The Lord will not be mocked in the 
last days by those who make 
covenants of obedience and then vio- 
late them,” he said. We live in a time 
of rapid Church growth, and in many 
respects Zion is prospering. 

In the midst of this prosperity we 
need to look “carefully and honestly” 
at our own lives, he said. 

Historically, drifting away from 
the Lord occurs when individuals 
make compromises with the Lord’s 
standards, Elder Larsen said. 

Elder Larsen, speaking of BYU’s 
honor code, said that LDS Church 
leaders “have attempted to foster an 
institution ... where academic studies 
can be pursued in a gospel environ- 
ment.” All students pledge to abide 
by the code, he said. 

Elder Larsen said it was his per- 
sonal conviction that “to the degree 
that you individually violate this code 
you Invite into this campus commu- 
nity the spirit of dissent, which will 
inevitably have its effect upon you 
and upon this institution.”

12 students charged with felonies

Charges for 12 BYU students in- 
volved in mailbox bombings were 
filed Thursday. 

Troy Katterhorn, Michael West 
and Andrew Rockwood were charged 
with delivery of an infernal machine, 
a second-degree felony. Robert 
Behrman, Patrick Nord, Scott 
Boland, Michael Peterson, Paul 
Sorensen, Jason Asplund, Joel Hair, 
Todd Hunt and Jason Labrum were 
charged with construction of an infey- 
nal machine, a third-degree felony. 

Allare less than 20 years of age and 
live in Deseret Towers, said detective 
Richard Healey of Provo City Police. 

Healey said now that charges have 
been filed, those accused will be sum- 
moned to court to officially plead 
guilty or not guilty. 

Under Utah Code 763203, a second- 
degree felony entails one to 15 years 
in prison with possible fines depend- 
ing on circumstance. A third-degree

The bombs are homemade devices 
constructed inside a two-liter plastic 
bottle that explodes once pressure 
builds up inside. 

Deputy County Attorney Craig 
Madsen said those caught could be 
charged with up to three felonies, one 
for building a bomb, one for posses- 
sion of a bomb and one for use of a 
bomb. If the incident involves a mail- 
box, the offender could also be 
charged with a federal offense. 

Madsen said the attorney’s office 
used to get areferral for a case involv- 
ing this type of bomb about every 
three months. Now they are coming 
in weekly. 

Although bombings have been re- 
ported as far back as March 1990, the 
most recent bombing took place Jan. 
21k 

In the past 11 months, 27 BYU stu- 
dents have identified themselves di- 
rectly or indirectly with making these 
explosives, Chief of BYU University 


Police Robert W. Kelshaw said. 

“The major concern I have in addi- 
tion to life threats and property dam- 
age is that this falls in the category of 
‘DFT,’ dumb foolish things that our 
students involve themselves with pri- 
marily for the purpose of having fun. 
But a DFT in most cases is a violation 
of the law. Anytime a student gets 
involved he subjects himself to prose- 
cution,” Kelshaw said. 

BYU Public Communications As- 
sociate Director Brent Harker said in 
Peferenée''to' Students who ‘involve 
themselves withe DFTs" that BYU 
waits until such cases go to court to 
take action. 

“We want to emphasize that we as- 
sume people are innocent until proven 
guilty, so their standing in school 
doesn’t change until the trial is over,” 
Harker said. 

Hach case is different and will be 
decided on its own merits. The fact 
that all involved live in BYU on-cam- 
pus housing makes no difference, 
Harker said.

_ One-shoulder bags 
could injure spine

Although it’s the style at BYU to 
wear backpacks slung over one shoul- 
der, studies show that this uneven 
dispersal of weight will eventually 
cause disruption to the spine. 

Symptoms appear in the form of 
headaches, neck pain and upper and 
lower back pain, said Brad Pierson, 
M.P.T. at Spine, Orthopedic and 
Sports Physical Therapy. 

One solution, Pierson said, is for 
students to plan out their days better. 

“Make arrangements with other 
students to share books in class; this 
way you won’t have to carry as 
much.” 

The best way to carry books is in a 
backpack with the straps over both 
shoulders because this will disperse 
the weight evenly. It is healthiest to 
carry objects close to the body, Pier- 
son said. If students choose to carry a 
bookbag, they should wear it with a 
shoulder strap and alternate shoul- 
ders everyday. 

Additional elements that add to 


back and neck pain are stress andim- . 


proper posture. 

“Students need to work on posture 
awareness,” said Marvin Roberson, a 
retired BYU athletic trainer that now 
heads the Roberson Physical Therapy 
and Sports Center. 

“They are constantly leaning for- 
ward with their heads out, carrying 
books or pecking at a computer,” he 
said. 

Students should concentrate on 
keeping their shoulders and head 
back. Plenty. of stretching and exer- 
cise will make this easier, Roberson 
said. 

The pressures of studies, relation- 


ships and callings in The Church of ' 


Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints 
make people walk around with their 
shoulders elevated and hunched up. 

“If they do this long enough, they 
can’t lower them,” Roberson said. 

“T get students in here all the time 
saying, ‘I feel like my shoulders are in 
my ears’.” 

This feeling results from overwork- 
ing the muscles that are attached 
from the scapular (chicken wing or 
shoulder) bones to the base of the 
skull. 

Students can look for warning signs 
by testing the range of motion in their 
neck area. 

If pain results from moving; .the 
head from side to side, lowering: the 
chin to the chest or tilting the head 
back, steps should be taken to correct 
the problem. Exercise, stretching, 
proper weight dispersal and posture 
awareness can help. 

Sitting with the back firm up 
against the back of a chair with feet 
flat on the floor will help posture

Gymnastics team shines

BYU’s women’s gymnastics team is 
more ready than ever for its first 
home meet this Saturday after ecom- 
peting in the 11th annual Purina Cat 
Classic this weekend. The Cougars 
entered the meet with the highest 
season average and a computer rank- 
ing of eighth. 

Although BYU gymnasts finished 
third in every event as a team, senior 
Marianne Squires brought home a 
gold medal for her performance on the 
beam and a silver for her floor rou- 
tine. She also placed fifth on bars in 
individual competition. Squires’ per- 
formance on the beam, earning a 
score of 9.75, set a new Cat Classic 
record. 

Other BYU top-five finishers in- 
clude Carrie Burk, third on beam, 
Christy McAdams;-third‘on vault‘and 
Shauna Mertz, fifth on beam. Those 
who finished tithe top-10 in team 
competition Friday progressed to in- 
dividual finals on Saturday. 

“Now we know what we need to do 
to get where we want to be ... we 
want to go to Alabama, that’s where 
nationals are held — that’s our main 
goal of the season,” Squires said min- 
utes after returning from Missouri. 
“We had a few mistakes on bars that 
we usually don’t make. We’re really 
close to being there, we just have to 
prove it now,” she said. 

McAdams and Burk, both fresh- 
men and roommates, agreed that the 
team seemed closer at the meet than 
before. “We have a lot of team spirit,” 


Burk said. “I have a lot of confidence 
this next meet is what will get us 
rolling — I see a lot of good things 
happening this season ... these first 
three meets were kind of preseason,” 
McAdams said. 

“It felt good to be on the awards 
stand,” Squires said. “They had a 
band and a big crowd; it was a good 
atmosphere to be in ... there were 
10,000 people there so it was kind of 
nerve racking.” McAdams said, “I 
loved it.” This was the first time 
McAdams had won an award in inter- 
collegiate competition. Medals were 
in the shape of the state of Missouri. 

When McAdams was asked if the 
team did anything else of interest, she 
responded, “No, we studied a lot. 
With missing two days of school we 
had to keep up.” 

The Cougars started better than 
ever this year, earning 187.40 points 
at their initial meet, followed:-the next 
week witha 188.25 at Utah. 

The scores came despite’the fact 
that top all-arounder Korie Jackman 
missed the first meet and was unable 
to compete on the floor exercise in the 
second because of a preseason ankle 
injury. The meet, which invites 
schools with cat mascots, is a two-day 
competition and included ninth- 
ranked Auburn Tigers, 11th-ranked 
Arizona Wildcats, the Kentucky

“That 
seems to be the one 
that’s really creat- 
ing most of the 
problems.” 

Chain letters use 
scare tactics when 
they tell of people 
whose homes have 
burned down or 
whose children 
have died because 
their luck supposedly ran out when 
they didn’t carry out the instructions 
in the chain letter, he said. 

Truitt said chain letters are not a 
big problem nationally. They mostly 
talk about receiving good luck or for- 
tune. 

The chain letters become a problem 
when the three elements of a lottery 
— prize, consideration and chance — 
become apparent, he said. — 

McIntosh said, “The advice we give 
is so old that it has almost become a 
cliche, but we always tell people that 
when someone offers you something 
that sounds too good to be true, it 
probably is too good to be true. 

“We advise people that when they 
get solicitations in the mail from peo- 
ple they don’t know...or if they are 
asked to give money or to do some- 
thing, they should approach those 
things with a healthy degree of skep- 
ticism.

they think a company sounds suspi- 
cious, check the company out before 
sending any money,” McIntosh said.

Anyone who suspects possible mail 
fraud schemes relating to credit 
cards, loans, false billings, any of the 
items mentioned above or others 
should contact their local post office 
immediately. 


Scam artists on the prowl; 
don't be their next victim

BYU students are targeted by 
hundreds of legitimate businesses; 
however, mingled among these ethi- 
cal money-makers are dishonest scam 
artists who will do anything to make a 
buck. 

Happy Valley is not immune to 
fraudulent business practices. 

Hach: year, college, students lose 
hundreds and thousands of dollars by 
falling prey to unlawful organiza- 
tions, said Darrin DeLange, BYU 
Ombudsman. 

When a student gets ripped off, the 
money is usually gone for good, he 
said. 

“BYU students have been involved 
in anumber of business scams, but by 
the time we tracked the businesses 
down they had moved,” DeLange 
said. 

Scam artists will often try to get 
people to enroll in a credit card pro- 
tection plan over the phone. 

DeLange said a company will call a 
student and offer a gift if the student 
signs up for the protection plan. The 
gift often ranges from a free, luxuri- 
ous vacation to $2,500 in cash. 

One BYU student said a telephone 


solicitor offered him an additional 
$1,500 if he enrolled in the plan. 

After students give their credit 
card numbers over the phone, De- 
Lange said the company often disap- 
pears. 

These criminal businesses are hard 
to locate because they often operate 
with phony names and addresses, or 
they use a post office box, he said. 

Because of the increasing number 
of..,telephone:;scamsy's the: sAHiance 
Against Fraud‘in ‘Pélemarketing,’ a 
national coalition of more than 60 con- 
sumer groups, trade associates and 
state and federal agencies, released a 
list of trends in telemarketing fraud. 

This list, published by the Utah De- 
partment of Commerce, identifies 
phone scams that have the greatest 
potential to hurt consumers in the 
1990s. These scams are: 

@ Abusive 900 numbers 

© Bogus health care promotions 

@ Bank-financed precious metals 
@ Accelerated mortgage scalpers 
@ Single-use credit cards 

e@ Timeshare resales 

@ Phony foreign banking schemes 

Many of these scams will not be 
targeted at students simply because 
students don’t have much money to 
invest.

@ Ask solicitor for the name, address: 


and phone number of the company he 
works for. 

@ Verify exactly what it is the solici- 
tor is selling you. 

© Get the solicitor to repeat anything 
that isn’t perfectly clear to you. 

@ Be very cautious of giving your 
credit card number over the tele- 
phone. 

@ Remember that if an offer sounds 
too good to be true, it probably is. 
Once money is out of your hands in a 
scam, it’s usually gone for good.

Credit card fraud stillaconcern

With the credit explosion now well 
underway in this country, credit card 
fraud is becoming a factor that no one 
ean afford to ignore. 

“We just live in a credit society 
right now,” said Bill Welsh III, presi- 
dent of the Credit Bureau of Provo. 

Welsh said much of the problem 
with fraud lies with business owners 
themselves. 

“They are too careful not to drive 
away business. Therefore many cred- 
itors are willing to take the piece of 
plastic (without) asking for identifica- 
tion,” he said. 

Welsh said lost or stolen cards con- 
stitute the most common offenses of 
credit card fraud in the United 
States. He said it becomes very diffi- 
cult to apprehend someone who may 
be using a lost or stolen card unless 
that person is caught at the time of 
the purchase. 

“All creditors have different poli- 
cies,” Welsh said. “Creditors should 
always verify credit purchases with 
another means of identification.” 

Although lost or stolen cards play a 
prominent role in the realm of credit 
card fraud, one cannot deny the 
threat posed to consumers as well as 
businesses by the increasing popular- 
ity of phone orders involving credit. 

“The potential for fraud is al 


there,” said Eric Anderson, director 
of order processing at Nu Skin Inter- 
national. 

Nu Skin, a multi-level marketing 
firm, receives phone calls every day 
that result in orders being placed by 
costomers using credit cards. 

Bryan White, one of about 400 
phone-order processors at Nu Skin, 
said his job requires a great deal of 
integrity. He said if an employee 
were to use someone’s credit card in- 
formation for their own personal use 
“St would really hurt (Nu Skin’s) repu- 
tation.” 

“It’s a definite concern,” said Scott 
Wilson, supervisor of catalog cus- 
tomer relations at the Sears, Roebuck 
and Co. Telecatalog.Center in Provo. 

Wilson said although concern for 
fraud does exist, Sears, ‘Roebuck and 
Co. is able to build some extra safe- 
guards into the system by only allow- 
ing purchases to be made with a Sears 
ecard or Discover card, both issued 
through Sears, Roebuck and Co. 

Sears, Roebuck and Co., as well as 
Nu Skin, said any fraudulent act by an 
employee would be grounds for imme- 
diate dismissal from employment. 

Welsh said many offenses can go 
unnoticed if credit card users do not 
carefully review their monthly state- 
ments. 

“If they feel that abuse has taken 
place, they should notify authorities 


as soon as possible,” he said. 


Dave Bolda, a Provo detective, said 
credit card fraud is a consistent prob- 
lem in today’s society. “There is an 
extreme amount of it out there,” he 
said.

e All charity organizations are re- 
quired to register with the Division of 
Consumer Protection. 

If you think a bogus organization is 
contacting you over the phone, ask if 
they are registered and what percent 
of your dollars goes toward the cause. 

If you want to confirm the organiza- 
tion’s validity, call the Division of 
Consumer protection (801-530-6601). 

Telephone fraud isn’t the only dan- 
ger to students’ pocketbooks. Bill 
Beadle, president of the Utah Better 
Business Bureau, said other “scams 
and schemes involving students are 
often related to employment.” 

“Students are especially suscepti- 
ble to scams involving working at 
home,” he said. 

Stuffing envelopes for a business is 
one example of a common, increasing 
scam, Beadle said. 

Often a company will offer up to $5 
for each envelope stuffed in order to 
help with “an urgent sales promo- 
tion,” DeLange said. 

Of course there is a catch. Before 


the company sends any money or ma- 
terial, a $25 training kit must be pur- 
chased in order to get started, De- 
Lange said. If the $25 fee is paid, the 
company usually runs away with the 
money. 

“It’s amazing students would fall 
for a scam like this,” DeLange said. 

“There is no way a business could 
afford to pay $5 for every stuffed en- 
velope. When you think of the num- 
bers, it’s ridiculous,” DeLange said. 

In an envelope-stuffing scam, or 
other work-at-home schemes, “stu- 
dents need to realize they are buying 
something, not working. As a general 
rule, if you’re going to be employed, 
you shouldn’t be required to buy 
first,” Beadle said. 

While students may get sucked in 
by many low-cost schemes, they are 
not major targets for dishonest busi- 
nesses primarily because they lack a 
large disposable income, Beadle said. 

Beadle offered several suggestions 
to avoid ‘getting ripped.off: examine 
any contracts carefully, shop around 
for lower prices afd better deals, 


According to Utah criminal code 
76-6-506, those accused of committing 
credit card fraud can be assessed fines 
up to $5,000 and imprisoned for a pe- 
riod not to exceed five years. 


check to see if the business is legiti- 
mate or if there have been any com- 
plaints filed against the company, un- 
derstand your obligation and do your 
research. 

“We can usually be protected 
through our own knowledge,” Beadle 
said. 

Mark Osburn, an investigator with 
the BYU Ombudsman, also offered 
three steps to avoid losing money ina 
business transaction. 

First, read all contracts and agree- 
ments before signing anything. 

“If you sign your name you're mak- 
ing an agreement” and will conse- 
quently be obligated by law to live up 
to any promises. 

Second, “Don’t. be afraid to ask 
questions. Sometimes we are too shy 
toinvestigate.” Ifa salesman tells you 
he’s got the best deal for you, an offer 
you can’t refuse, that means it is time 
to shop around.
